for Congress at 
District Meeting 


The largest, and what proved to 


be the most harmonious Republican 
conference ever hold in the ninth 
congressional district, took place in 
the home of the Shakespeare club in 
Pasadena Tuesday, when five hun- 
dred delegates nominated Represen- 
tative W. E. Evans for congress by 
acclamation. 


Representative Evans received the 


nomination two years ago, and was 
elected to represent the ninth dis- 
;rict. He is a resident of Glcndale, 
a lawyer, and has been a staunch 
worker in the councils of the Repub- 
ican party for more than twenty-five 
years. He has served in Washington 
with distinction, it was declared by 
the members of the conference, and 
is deserving of another term. It is 
predicted that he will have little 
opposition from Democrats at the 
polls in August and in November. 


The platform adopted included a

Progress Shown 


by Association 


Plans and specifications have been 


adopted, and a resolution of inten- 
tion passed by the county board of 
supervisors, in connection with that 
portion of the Arrow highway from 
San Gabriel boulevard in the city of 
San Gabriel to the San Gabriel river, 
it was announced this wdek by My- 
ron J. Haig, executive secretary of 
the San Gabriel Valley Development 
association. 


The city of Arcadia has waived 


jurisdiction to the county in regard 
to that portion of the highway which 
passes through that city, he said. 
The road will follow Las Tunas drive 
through Temple and on to the river. 
The continuation of Las Tunas drive 
westerly is being carried on in the 
city of San Gabriel, where the Paci- 
fic Electric tracks will be lowered to 
grade. From this point the Arrow 
route will pass over main street in 
Alhambra, and into Los Angeles 
over the, pjesept, rigkt 


Bonita avenue, f rpm-Blildwin Park 
and the river is ready to (.proceed. 
The' difficulty concerning tho cuoss- 
ing of the San Dimas wash at Grand 
avenue hns been settled by a decision 
of the supervisors to proceed in a 
straight lino across the San Dimas 
wash and Grand avenue. It is de- 
clared that resolution of intention 
will be ready for adoption on this 
portion of tho highway within sixty 
days. 


The three westerly routes of the 


Arrow highway at San Gabriel have 
esolvcd into a determination to push 
the work on Broadway, the southern 
route of the three ro.utes proposed 
at this point. The county has the 
plans for Broadway well under way.

Complete Survey 


of Foothill Blvd. 


California highway commission en- 


gineers are completing surveys on 
the second link of the paving and 
widening plans of the Foothill bou- 
levard from Fontana to Clareinont 
and expect to have it ready for op- 
ening of biJ« within a few weeks. 
The first link of the highway from 
San Bernardino west to Fontana has 
"been completed. 


Plans show that the second link 


of the Foothill boulevard, which also 
comes under the jurisdiction of the 
local district of the highway commis- 
sion, is 11 miles in length. The bou- 
levard is to be widened from 18 to 
30 feet, six feet on each side of the 
road. 


The city of La Verne is making 


extensive preparations to entertain 
a great national conference, which 
will be held June 26 to July 3. This 
is the annual 'conference of the 
Church of the Brethren or Dunkers, 
to which there will be officially some 
six hundred delegates, representing 
one thousand churches. 
However, 


the conference is usually a great 
gathering, and over 25,000 were in 
attendance at the meeting last year, 
which was held at Hershey, Penn. 
Not so large a number are expected 
at this Pacific coast gathering on 
account of the distance from the 
center of the Dunker churches of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana. 


The conference was originally lo- 


cated at Oakland, but the committee 
of arrangements, failing to get such 
concessions as they.felt they must 
have to make tho conference a suc- 
cess, brought it to La Verne. La 
Verne is the Pacific' coast center of 
the Church of the Brethren, with La 
Verne college and one of the largesl 
churches of the denomination loeatec 
here. The chamber of commerce, the 
Lions club and tho business men of 
the town all joined together enthus 
iastically to make the conference a 
great success. 


About $3500 has been raised to es 


Itertain the visitors, which are esti 


nated at from 5,000 to 8,000, besides 
lundreds of dollars in contributed 
abor. 
The old college grounds in 


he center of the city has been trans- 
'ormed into an attractive little park, 
n tho center of which the great 
:eut of the Los Angeles county fair, 
size 170x130 feet, will be placed and 
will serve as the gathering place. 
This great tabernacle will seat about 
4000 and will be fitted with micro- 
phones and loud speakers so all can

where thousands will be fed. 


The housing of many thousands in 


as small a city as La Verne present- 
ed another problem, which has prac- 
tically been solved. In a radius of 
ten miles about La Verne, and acces- 
sible by auto, by bus or by electric 
train in from ten to twenty minutes, 
are the cities of Covina, Glendora, 
San Dimas, Upland, Claremont, On- 
tario, Monte Vista. Chino and Po- 
mona, with a combined population of 
over fifty thousand and housing fac- 
ilities of upwards of ten thousand 
people. 


A number of special trains from 


the <v,st are scheduled and many cars 
have been chartered. 


A change in flood-control policy 


is indicated by the action of the 
Board of Supervisors Wednesday in 
adopting Supervisor Graves's reso- 
lution that he be relieved of di- 
rection of that department of the 
board's work. 


Supervisor Graves explained that 


he moved for his own relief be- 
cause of friction that has made 
further progress almost impossible. 
He suggested that it might be for 
the best interest of flood.-control 
if the board take charge of the en- 
tire program, instead of delegating 
responsibility to one member. 


As a result of the change Su- 


pervisor McClellan, as chairman of 
the board, will act as contact man 
for the whole board in dealing with 
flood-control questions, and will call 
on the other members to assist and, 
advise him. 


Internal friction has marked the 


work of the flood-control depart- 
ment ever since the adoption 
of 


the $35,000,000 construction program 
in 1924. 
Former Chief Engineer 


Reagan was displaced and made a 
member of a board of three con- 
sulting engineers. He was succeed- 
ed by the present chief engineer, E. 
C. Eaton, shortly after the election 
of Supervisor Graves. Graves, after 
his election, was assigned in charge 
of flood-control work. It has been 
no secret that for the past several 
months Graves and Eaton have been, 
at loggerheads over both policy and 
details.

Harmony and Victory— 


The Republican ticket in the ninth congressional district 


at the primaries in August and at the final election in Novem- 
ber will carry names over which there will be no controversy, 
it is believed by all Republican leaders. 


Hoover and Curtis, heading the national ticket, will sweep 


California. Hiram Johnson will have no opposition on the 
Republican ticket for United States senator. W. E. Evans, 
candidate in the ninth district for representative in congress, 
who is finishing his first two years in the house, has been 
chosen by acclamation at the Republican conference in Pasa- 
dena, and will have no opposition on the Republican ticket. 
His district is overwhelmingly Republican, as is the state. 


In the county government there will be a sharp campaign 


for district attorney, with Lieutenant Governor Buron Fitts 
predicted as an undoubted winner. Eighteen judges of the 
superior court will be chosen, and each of the candidates for 
these offices will have his own and personal campaign to wage, 
with the incumbents generally having the best of it. 


The state is Republican; the district is Republican, and 


it is freely predicted that the nation will be overwhelmingly 
Republican. 


Speedy Justice—for Whom?— 


Hemet News: The other day a New York negro broke 


into an apartment house and killed a woman. He was cap- 
tured, rushed to trial, and now, 23 days after committing the 
murder, stands sentenced to the electric chair. 


That was speedy justice, and the officers are to be com- 


mended. 


But it would be much easier to get enthusiastic about it 


if it could happen now and then to a defendant who had 
money and social position. It's easy to speed up the trial of 
a penniless, friendless negro; but it is quite another thing 
to make speed when the accused is a multi-millionaire oil 
man, .charged with bribing a cabinet officer, or a wealthy 
Julian stock manipulator. 


We have not as yet reached the point where the poor man 


gets the same consideration as the rich man. We still have 
two kinds of justice.

Small Town Troubles— 


(By John S. McGroarty in L. A. Times) 


While we were out one day lately playing hooky, trapesing 


along high roads with our faithful Henry from one little 
town to another, we heard many complaints among people 
who live in little towns'. Complaints mostly from people who 
conduct stores or are otherwise engaged in what is called 
'"business." 


And when we were home again at night in our little high 


house in the hills, thinking over the experiences of the day, 
we came to the conclusion that some of the troubles of little 
towns are brought about by too many people wanting to do 
the same thing. 


In the little towns that we visited there were invariably 


ten stores too many, three barber shops too many, five 
churches too many, and a lot of other things too many. 


The way it is, a little town will find itself in need of a 


general store, or an eating place, a garage, a barber shop and 
a church—among other things. And, invariably, to meet 
these demands these concerns and institutions duly material- 
ize. 


Now, the situation generally is that,, the one storekeeper, 


the one barber, the one restaurant, the one church, etc., thrive 
and do well for a while. But pretty soon there are two or 
three more stores, a couple more barber shops, five or six 
more restaurants and a lot of other churches. And the result 
is that none of them gets along. There isn't enough patron- 
age to keep them all going. 


The most difficult thing about it to understand is the mul- 


tiplication of churches in a little town. People of the innum- 
erable sects insist upon setting up their own churches, al- 
though if you were to ask one sect what is the difference be- 
tween it and the other sects, nobody would be able hardly 
to tell you. So, instead of giving one preacher a good living 
--and God knows every preacher is at least entitled to that— 
there are half a dozen or more preachers in the little town 
all starving to death. 


Xo doubt other little towns have other troubles than these 


that we have enumerated. But we think those that we have 
pointed out are the main ones.
